MRTLAND, July 6.—Grand Lodge 
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Scientist Will Endeavor to Save the 
Mecca Growers Eight Dollars Each 
on the Off shoots. 
MECCA, July 6—A new  green- 
house is. being erected at the India 
date gardens, and after completion 
Prof. S. A. Mason will begin a series 
of experiments with the propagation 
of thé date palm by offshoots. 

His object is to determine how to 
make the offshoots produce more 
avundantiy and also how to take 
thenr take root at an early age. Ex- 
periments #0 far have shown that 
each palm produces twelve to twenty 
offshoots from the age of 6 until 
about 15 years old, and it is necessary 
to Jeave these offshoots on the tree 
for at least*two years before they can 
be’ removed and planted. This de- 
pletes the vitality of the tree, but 
the offshoots are to® vailuabie to be 


ed, 
It is Prof. Mason's intention to ex- 
periment with their growth under 
glass and out of doors, whereby he 
hopes to make the palm produce 
shoots more prolifically and thus se- 
cure to the grower the $8 or $10 
whicn each one represents at the 
present market price, Several private 
ranchers are experimenting along the 
same imes. Fred Johnson of Indio 
has sterrounded a few of his trees 
with banks of earth for that purpose; 
it. is also proposed to girdle the 
ground. 

The result of these riments is,of 
course, problematic, but if success- 
ful results are obtained, they .will aiso 
try to take the offshorts from the 
parent while they are only a foot or 
two long and make them take root, 
which will probably. have to be car- 


tried by several “individual growers 
with varying success. Bernard John- 
son Of "Mecca succeeded in rooting 
some offshoots /much smaller than 
those which have been imported. The 
Tempe co-o garden has done 
sirgilar work with fair success. Cer- 
tain palms, however, = only be 
grown in certain soils: instance, 
some of the palms and offshoots of 
good size which were’ brought from 


Mecca and Indio, died. This was due 
to the fact of the soll at Tempe being 
a heavy alkaline, kept constantly 
saturated by the drainage from sev- 
eral .irrizating ditches, so the palms 
were full of moisture. When brought 
to the clean soil and dry air of 
Coachella Valley, they were wet and 
immediately fermented. 

The importers of date offshoots, 
now offer to pick out palms that will 
be sulted to the lar land in 
the Coachella Valley. for which they 
are intended. It has been demon- 
strated that offshoots are superior to 
seedlings for commercial planting, 
but new varieties will doubtiess be 
originated from the seedlings. Ali the 
offshoots imported tnis winter will be 
from the Persian Gulf, where the 
world’s most famous varieties are 
grown. No offshoots have been im- 
ported from this district except a few 
by the Department of Agriculture. 
The West India garderis of Altadena 
will be the first to bring over a ship- 
ment from this region during the 
eoming winter.

A Peculiar Rat Destroys Bottled 
Wine, and Milk and Water Are 
Sometimes Doctored. 

[New York Sun:] Wine made in 
Ceylon has a curious enemy, _ the 
(muskrat. Not an innocent and even 
edible beast like our own muskrat, 
but’ a creature described as “a fear- 
ful plague, and so powerful is its 
odor that at one time it was thought 
it would even penetrate glass. 

“This belief was due to the fact 
that securely bottled wine, over the 
bottles of which this rag had passed 
and in passing perfumed them, wee 
found, on opening to be utterly worth- 
less and full of musk. According to 
Bonfort’'s Wine and Spirit Circular, 
investigations and experiments, how- 
ever, showed that instead of penetrat- 
ing the glass, it finds access to the 
wine through the cork. 

The water of Ceylon is none of the 
best. Near the coast lines it is brack- 
ish, owing to the sea and the many 
salt marshes. In the low country 
where rivers and streams are few and 
far apart, the supply is from artificial 
tanks, and.«their tributary streams 
and outlets are the resort of the deer 
‘and cattle and elephants that come to 
bathe and wallow in them, thereby 
keeping the water in a muddy state 
perpetually. 

To remedy this condition the Cin- 
galese resort to a rather curious prac- 
tiee; water for drinking purposes is 
always put into an unglazed chatty, 


lrub with a seed that they call ingini. 

‘This is rubbed on the inside of the 
chatty until about half the seed is 
worn away; the muddy water is then 

‘poured in the prepared jar and al- 
ywed -to stand. 

At first the water is about the con- 
sistency of mucilage, but this soon 
disappears and a viscid sediment 
forms at the bottom of the vessel. 
the clear water remaining on top. It 
js now ready for use, and although 
‘not of the clearest, is sufficiently pure 
for ordinary use, 

Milk is almost a luxury in Ceylon, 
owing to several causes, among which 
is the land leech. These pests fre- 
quent the pastures in such numbers 
that they will suck the blood from 
an animal in a very short time and 
therefore cattle raising cannot be 
resorted to on any large scale. An- 
other feature is the use of bakatoo 
by the natives in the milk which they 
sell to the Europeans who have set- 
tled there. 

It is a thorny fruited plant with 
dark orange-colored roots and prim- 
roselike flowers, which has equally 
wonderful effects on milk and on 
water, though of a different nature. 
(If pieces of the stem, root and leaves 
be mixed for a few seconds tn milk or 
water, the liquid turns thick and 
muctlaginous, so much so that water 
in this state can be raised by the 
hand several feet out of a basin and :

munities round about. The aqueduct 
will be completed by next March, and 
through it there will be brought to 
the San Fernando reservoirs 20,000 
miners’ inches of water. This is the 
surplus of the Owens River, a stream 
that rises in the snows of the Sierras 
and flows along the eastern side of 
the range, its waters at present going 
to waste in a lake that is tn fact a 
sink. In California a miners’ inch 
is the equivalent of a cubic foot and 
a half of water flowing every minute, 
so to those not familiar with water- 
inches, it may give some idea of the 
stupendous supply to know that the 
aqueduct flow amounts to 43,200,000 
cubic feet every twenty-four hours, or 
enough water to cover 991 acres a 
foot deep in that time—more than 
one and a half square miles, To bring 
the flow of thie river to Los Angeles

POWER DISTRIBUTION. 
The aqueduct is not to be merely 
a source of drinking and irrigating 
water. Throughout the Sierras and 
the Coast Range of this State, the 
streams have been harnessed. En- 
gineers have climbed into almost in- 
acessible canyons and along the sides 
of precipitous hills and have con- 
structed great water-ways in order 
to procure electric power. The aque- 
duct makes this kind of labor un- 
necessary, for it is a mighty power 
ditch itself, and brings to Los An- 
geles the means from which will be 
derived all the power that a miliion 
inhabitants and all their manufactur- 
ing and motive industries will require 
for ages to come, Los Angeles finds 
itself the largest owner of electric 
power derived from the flow of a 
stream of any-.corporation, municipal 
or otherwise, on the Coast, and it is 
now considering how it will sell this 
power—whether as a great proprietor 
to customers direct, or through other 
agents. 
In any event, the city has already 
provided the money for a three-unit 
generating system that will soon be 
completed and will have cost when 
ready for business, $3,500,000. 
Another plant is the necessary com- 
plement of this, and will be con- 
structed as part of the city’s work 
as soon gs it shall be reached, and 
this will cost $5,000,000 more. 
But, when this hae been done, the 
city, unless it had some means of dis- 
tribution of the power to customers, 
would be helpless. So a great dis- 
tributing system within the city has 
been planned in detail by the spe- 
cial engineer in charge of this: work. 
It is possible that the existing pri- 
vate plants will be utilized at le ust 
in part, but in any event the cst 
to the city will be $4,000,000 accord- 
ing to the cheapest method and $15 - 
000,000, if the entire system shall ha 
placed under ground. A plan under 
which part of the system will be un- 
der the pavement is at present most 
likely to be approved, calling for 
something like $6,000,000. 

This is essentially part of the 
aqueduct enterprise, for the construe- 
tion of the aqueduct alone made it 
possible. Great progress has been 
made toward carrying the entire 
project into execution. 

THE HARBOR 
To carry out the ideas of the peo- 
‘ple, it was determined six years ago 
to have a harbor second to none in 
the country. The natural harbor of 
Los Angeles had for many years been 
the port of San Pedro, but San Pedro 
was a small community, lacking the 
financial ability to construct and de- 
velop the resources of the harbor 
at her doors. State laws interefered 
with the annexation of a community 
not contiguous and between Los An- 
geles and San Pedro was a stretch 
of settied country that came within 
the limits of the other. Los Angeles 
annexed the intervening territory 
then Wilmington and San  Pedre 
voted to become part of the gr ut 
city, but not until the Legislature had 
amended the State laws to make such 
annexation possible. It was a task 
that would have caused any other 
community to hesitate, but Los An-

STAN DARD FOUND ALONE - 
AS LOOTER: OF BAN K. 


HE beginning of the last chap- 
t ter in the Earl Standard embez- 

zlement case was written in the 
United States District Court, yester- 
day, when the Federal grand jury 
returned an indictment of six counts 
against the young frenzied financter. 
Bond was fixed at $20,000. Standard 
was not in the courtroom, neither 
was he represented by his attorney, 
Tom L. Johnson. 

It is understoda young Standard 
will appear in open court early this 
week and plead guilty to the charge 
of looting the American National 
Bank of Pomona of an aggregate 
sum of $150,935.13, and ask mercy. 
The maximum sentence under each 
count of the indictment is ten years, 
and the minimum hve. It has been 
given out for some time thar Stend- 
ard intended making no defense; in 
fact, in an interview with The Times 
following his arrest last March, he 
deciared that “I wi'l acknov ‘edge 
my guilt and take my medicine.” 
He has not changed his miud. lurge- 
ly from the fact that the proof was 
overwhelming.

San Diego Man Who Made Brave 

Effort to Rescue Giri in Ohio River 

Arrives From East. 

F. Dougherty, an insurance broker 
of San Diego, was given an ovation 
yesterday when he arrived at the 
Alexandria en route home from a 
business trip East.

Progress at Harbor. 

Information was received at the of- 
fice of the Harbor Commission yester- 
day that the Standard American 
Dredging Company has completed the 
wall across the north end of the east 
channel at San Pedro and about $00 
feet along the west side of the Hunt- 
ington Fill. Riprapping is progressing 
with the use of about twelve cars or 
360 tons of rock per day. This rock 
comes from quarries near Riverside 
and it is in sections from 100 
pounds to a ton in wéight. About 
1200 feet of this riprapping has been 
completed and now arises to the hizh- 
tide point. Last night the company 
put a night crew on the work and 
hereafter it will handle from twenty- 
two to twenty-five cars of rock every 
twenty-four hours. 


Twenty -four-hour Limit. 

The Board of Public Utilities yes- 
terday recommended to the City 
Council for adoption an ordinance 
providing that there shall be no tem- 
porary or permanent discontinuance 
of public utilities service of any sort, 
except those pertaining to the Los 
Anceles water front and under the 
control -of the Harbor Commission, 
without application having first been 
made to the Board of Public Util- 
ities and permission therefor having 
been granted. Exception is made in 
the case of unavoidable accidents or 
emergencies, but in such cases the 
operator of the utility affected must 
make a written report of the case and 
cause to the board within twenty- 
four hours. ‘The: maximum penalty 
for each offense is placed at $500 fine 
and six months imprisonment or both 
fine and imprisonment. This ordi- 
nance ig particularly desired by the 
Board of Public Utilities for the pur- 
pose of compelling certain water 
companies to give regular service, fre- 
quent complaints having been received 
of the shutting off of water at irregu- 
lar intervals, sometimes for hours at 
a time, without the consumers having 

the proper notice.

And since 
her return to her Los Angeles home, 
called hither by the death of her pa- 
ternal parent, Miss Dillon has won 
musical ‘recognition of a character 
generally denied to young women of 
ambition who “come back home” pre- 
pared to show the effects of a foreign 
musical education—the more general- 
ly to disappoint their most enthusias- 
tic friends, make pater and mater 
wonder as to the real worth of the 
enormous financial outlay, and pro- 
vide an eloquent lesson why those mu- 
sically ambitious young women should 
study at home, with American teach- 
ers, and forego the so-called allure- 
ments of European instruction until 
after the actual merit of their voices 
has been solidly proved. 

Anyway, Miss Dillon did return to 
her home town and she did “come 
back” in the most approved musical 
and artistic fashion. At her concert 


her position in tha exact middle of 
the stage, the learned element readily 
realized that the singer was always 
restraining herself from contributing 
sot.c splendid dramatic work to her 
efforts. 

As a matter of fact, that Majestic 
coneert was the first time Miss Dillon 
ever had publicly sung outside of a 
grand operatic production and with 
the nervous strain of appearing be- 
fore a host of her-old-time friends 
who very naturally assumed the pro- 
verbial Missouri attitude the task set 
for the young singer was anything but 
pleasant or easy. That she tri- 
umphed over the most trying obstacles

It was the first engage- 
ment she ever had and coming with 
a bundle of laudatory ‘letters of rec- 
ommendation from her teachers and 
critics who had heard her at private 
recitals, Miss Dillon with real Ameri- 
can spirit and confidence. in herself 
offered to sing for one month with- 
out compensation, 

“I'm sure I shall succeed,” said the 
young American. 

“If you do, we will double your sal- 
ary and give you a contract for an 
annual appearance for ten years.”

promise was ever made to her.

“Davidee Birot” is a new novel by 
Rene Bazin, who has been called 
“France's premier novelist’—the sixth 
to be published in this country. M. 
Bazin, member of the French Acad- 
emy, is now in the United States as 
one of the French commission to the 
Champlain Tercentenary. He is one 


of the very few French writers whose 


works are brought out in this coun- 
try at the same time that they appear 
in France; indeed, he is almost alone 
as a French novelist of this day who 
has a large and overgrowing public 
in America. “Davidee Birot,” a love 
story of a fine young French girl, who 
becomes a school teacher tn a little 
town in Ardesie through an intense 
desire to be of service, is published 
by the Scribners, as were all Bazin’s 
earlier novels—'‘The Barrier,” “This, 
My Son,” “The Coming Harvest,” 
“Redemption” and “The Nun.” This 
book is concerned with the social 
problems introduced by the promi- 
nence of labor unions. Its plot largely 
depends upon a strike of miners, who 
throng the town in -Ardesie, where 
Davidee’s school is. 

M. Bazin was born in Angers in

AIDS CONSUMERS. 


PUBLIC UTILITIES BOARD ON 
THE YEAR'S WORK. 


Report Made Public Yesterday 
Shows Advantage of More Than 
Half Million Dollars to Users of 
Gas and Electricity Under Rates 
Adopted for Present Year. 


The report of the Board of Utilities 
made public yesterday, states that 
through the action of this board in 
reducing rates on electric light and 
power and a rearrangement of the gas 
rates for Los Angeles proper and 
San Pedro, there will be effected a 
Saving to consumers of $659,739 this 
fiscal year, based on the. volume of 
business in these commodities dur- 
ing the past fiscal year, ended the 
20th ult. The 80@-cent rate for gas in 
Los Angeles proper was reduced by 
the board to a 76-cent rate per 1000 


cent., which the board estimates will 
effect a saving of approximately $200,- 
000, to consumers during the ensuing 
year. The rate of $1.30, fixed by the 
board for the gas used in the San 
Pedro district, was further reduced to 
$1.20 per 1000 cubic feet by action 
of the City Council, and the board at 
ence sent its rate experts, Prof. 
Koiner and Engineer Seamana, to 
Wilmington to make further investi- 
gation so as to be prepared to defend 
this rate should occasion arise. 

The rates for electric power and 
light were materially reduced, the 
minimum monthly bill being changed 
from 75 cents to 66 cents, and a reduc- 
tion being made per kilowatt hour of 
an average of half cent on electric 
lights. The reduction on power rates 
amounts to about 20 per cent. of the 
rates in force last year. The approxi- 
mate saving to consumers on electric 
light and power for the ensuing fiscal 
year is placed at $459,739. For the 
use of electric power off the 
load the board has fixed the schedule 
at 20 per cent., instead of 10 per cent. 
reduction from regular rates, which 
was the schedule for the past year. 

In discussing the telephione rate 
situation the report says that it was 
absolutely impossible to recommend 
the rates fixed by the Counct! tast 
year for the Home Telephone Com- 
pany, as these would not allow the 
company a reasonable return upon tts 
Investment; but a uniform rate for 
the two telephone companies was es- 
tablished by making some reduction 
in the residence rates on Pacific Tele- 
phone Company phones and slightly 
increasing the rates for Home com- 
pany residence phones. 

The Board candidly admits: “The 
figures we arrived at we believe will 
give both companies a reasonable re- 
turn on their investment, though not 
all they are really entitled to, but a 
rate that we can defend in court.” 

The board has abolished the ten- 
party line service on suburban wites 
and has established tn its place the 
four-party suburban service. 

The complications involving the 
fixing of water rates for the numer- 
ous small water systems operating 
within the city limits are discussed 
in this repert, among them being 
the contention of some of these com- 
panies that charges for meters which 
the consumers were obliged to pay 
for themselves, be Included as cap!i- 
tal invested, and which the board 
unwillingly included itn the appraise. 
ments after having received legal 
advice that it could not eliminate 
these amounts from the capitalizsa- 
tion of the companies. It is the ifn- 
tention of the board, says this re- 
port, to ask the City Council te 
adopt an ordinance regulating meter 
charges and water service connec- 
tions. The board found that some of 
the water compantes were selling 
water at less than cost, in terri- 
tories where they were organized for 
the purpose of selling land. 

Under the head of the service of 
public utility corporations the _ re- 
port shows that there have been re- 
corded 275 official complaints dur-

during the fiscal year was 620 units, 
the additional average of twenty 
units of heat effecting a saving to 
gas consumers of approximately 
$308.80 per day. During the year 
there were twenty-six official elec- 
tric meter tests. : 

The report goes into detail as to 
the overlapping the work of its 
departments with ,that of other mu- 
nicipal commissions and suggests 
that changes should be made so as 
to eliminate this waste of time and 
money.

RAWNY ARMS 
HALT RUNAWAY. 


A TRAFFIC PATROLMAN THROWS 
HORSE, IS HURT. 


Grasps Nose of Bitless Animal, 
Throws Him and Sustains 
Sprained Wrist and Body Bruises. 
Fourth Time He Has Risked Life 
at Fourth and Main Streets. 


By the strength he has in his fore- 
arms and shoulders, Traffic Patrol- 
man Johnson grasped a bitiess run- 
away horse as it tore across Fourth 
and Main streets yesterday afternoon 
and threw it to the pavement as it. 
was about to trample two women. 

Johnson was partially stunned 
when the horse fell on him. He was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital. He 
sustained a sprained left wrist and 
a number of body bruises. 

The horse was attached to a light 
wagon, and was driven by R. Reiden- 
berg. 

Johnson was crossing Fourth and 
Main streets to telephone when his 
attention was called to a horse run- 
ning west on Pourth street. On the 
seat of the light spring wagon was 
a man unable to control the animal, 
The bit had slipped from the animal's 
mouth. 

Instantly Johnson rushed into the 
middie of the street and prepared to 
meet the on-rushing animal. As the 
horse reached him, he grabbed the 
animal's nose with his right hand, 
and caught his mane in his left. By 
sheer strength he pulled the horse's 
head in one direction and pushed his 
neck in the other. 

The horse didn’t take half a dogen 
steps after that. He fell on his side, 
unable to resist the efforts of John- 
son to throw him. The patrolman 
was unable to jump when he saw that 


under the animal as he rolled over. 
Scores of men and boys rushed to 
Johnson's assistance and quickly rea- 
cued him. While the patrolman was 
being taken to the Receiving Hospi- 
tal many hands reharnessed the horse 
and Reldenberg drove away. 

This is the fourth time Johnson has 
risked his life at Fourth and Main 
streets. Twice he has swung himself 
under moving street cars to rescue 
boys knocked off bicycles,

Science of Quakes. 


Coincidence of f Outbursts in Widely Separated Parts of the ‘World—Series of 
Disasters During Month of June—Quakes in Alaska, Mexico, Chile, 
‘Japan, and the Philippines—All in the V. icinity of Volcanoes, 


BY WIDLIAM L, ALTDORFER. | 


AVE you ever been in the vi- 
"3 cinity of an earthquake? If you 


have, you will never want to go! | 


through another experience of the 
kind. If you have not, it will cause 
shivers to glide up and down your 
spine just to read the experience of 
one who has passed through several 
of these terrifying earth phenomena. 

Many earthquakes occurred while 
the writer was in the Philippines, 
especially on the Island of Mindanao. 
His first experience left him dazed 
and trembling with the. feeling that 
the world was coming to an end. It 
was in 1904 when this island was 
shaken from end te end by one of 
the greatest earthquakes that ever 
occurred in that section of the globe. 
The ground seemed to rise up and 
strike you in the face. If you tried 


to stand up you fell down. Native} 


shacks tumbled in all directions, 
caribous crawling along the road were 
thrown down, and altogether it 
seemed as if the world had suddenly 
gone topsy turvy. 

But the peculiar part of the whole 
experience was the dreadful appre- 
hensive feeling that seemed to smite 
one upon the first tremor of the

that they might take notes of the 
phenomena at close range. These 
are only a few of the daring feat: 
performed by scientists recently. 
Everyone remembers the terrible 
San Francisco earthquake of 1906, 
with its loss of hundreds of human 
lives and the great. destruction of 
property running into millions of dol- 
lars. Men who have made the earth- 
quake a life study say that the recent 
quake in Alaska was a more terrific 
shock, or, rather, series of shocks, 
than those which caused the ruin of 
San Francisco. They declare that if 


1a quake of such a severe nature were 


to occur in San Francisco or. any 
other densely-populated section the 
ruin and loss of hyman life would be 
ten times greater than it was in Cal- 
ifornia. The earthquake in Alaska in 
June 1912, will stand out prominent- 
ly as one of the most severe ever re- 
corded in North America.

earth. You have the same feeling, 
only probably intensified a thousand- 
fold, as a person in the last stages 
of nervous prostration. It is a feel- 
ing as if something frightful. were 
going to happen and you are ab- 
solutely helpless tin the~face of the 
supernatural. And this sensation 
grows even more intense the longer 
the shock continues. It has often 
happened that people have dropped 
dead from heart disease due to the 
terrific shock upon the nervous sva- 
tem. 
BARTHQUAKES EVERYWHERE. 
Within the last month reports have 
been received of earthquakes and vol- 
canic eruptions in widely separated 
parts of the world. Only last week 
came the news of the great volcanic 
eruption and earthquake in Alaska. 
About the same time reports were re- 
ceived of a great earthquake at 
Jelisco and Colima, in Mexico, which 
caused much loss of life and destruc- 
tion of property. Shortly after this 
came the news of a volcanic out- 
break and earthquake in the Philip- 
Dine Islands, in that section known 
as Moroland, around Mindanao and 
neighboring islands. This was fol- 
lowed within a few days by an earth- 
quake in Japan, and about the same 
time several long-extinct volcanoes in 
India became active. After this dis- 
patches reported earthquakes in Chile. 
All of these quakes were accompanied 
by violent nic eruptions in or 
near the vicinity of the shocks. | 
Scientists have been asked to give 
a reason for the many volcanic erup- 
tions and earthquakes within such a 
short period of time, but to all ques- 
tions the answer is the same, “There 
is no known reason to the scientific 
world.” Several times in the past, it 
is claimed, phenomena of this kind 
have occurred simultaneously in vari- 
ous parts of the world, but it is rare. 
The question has become a live 
issue with the scientists, and they are 
today investigating the problem all 
over the world. In thelr zeal to wrest 
the secret from mother earth, men 
have descended into the depths of 
volcanoes and walked about upon the 
bed of the crater within a few feet 
of the fiery, boiling mass. Some have 
even taken moving-picture operators 
to photograph the phenomena to 
prove to the unbelieving world that 
they have actually performed this 
unheard-of feat. They wanted ab- 
solute proof, and thought the best 
way to get it wag to have a picture 
taken while wighin the walls of the 
crater. | 
Other scientists, within the month, 
have permitted themselves to be low- 
ered into the mouth of an active vol- 


cano by means of a steel cable so 
[ana pumice stone, and other villages 
suffered in like manner. Spouting hot 
ashes, flames, and rocks, shaking the 
earth with explosions, terrifying the 
natives with noises, lightning and 
smoke-filled skies; a livid glare by 
night extended many miles into the 
heavens, and high mountains hundreds 
of miles apart burst into flames, and 
created a reign of terror in Southwest- 
ern Alaska. Cordova was awakened 
by a mighty rumbling and cannonad- 
ing of the mountains Iiilama and Re- 
doubt, more than 200 miles away. 
An area within a radius of 700 miles 


three and four feet deep fell about 
Katmai, and extended to Sitka, more 
than 700 mises distant from the vol- 
canoes. Mount St. Augustine was al- 
so in active eruption at the same time, 
and all the splendid farm and gras- 
ing lands around Kadiac were buried 
in an ash deposit two feet deep. The 
villages whose tnhabitanes, mostly na- 
tives, are believed to have perished 
were Cold Bay, Katmai, Kanatuck, 
Bouglas, avenoosky, and Kemga- 
mute. All the crops on the island 
were destroyed and millions of fish 
were killed by the sand and ashes that 
fell in the water, The water supply 
was polluted by decaying fish, while 
the springs were buried under . the 


es. 

Ralph 8S. Tarr, and Lawrence Martin 
are two of Uncle Sam's earthquake 
specialists In the geological survey at 
Washington. These scientists for 
many years made a study of the phe- 
wnomena of earthquakes and voncanic 
eruptions with special reference to the 
last great Alaska earthquake of Bep- 
tember, 1899. The result of their in- 
vestigation has just been published by 
the survey and it is full of interesting 
information regarding volcanoes in 
Alaska. In speaking of the series of

jcamped swerved and undulated so that 


a man could not stand. We ran from 
our tents, leaving everything behind. 
The Hubbard glacier and mountain, 
ten miles across its face, ran out into 
the bay for two miles. About twenty 
yards back of the beach and 100 yards 
above us was a lake about two acres 
in aréa and about thirty feet deep. 
This lake broke from its bed and 
rushed down on our camp, while we 
ran along the shore to escape its fury. 
Everything went down before it. All 
was buried by the thousands of tons of 
rocks that came down afterward. This 
deluge was almost tmmediately fol- 
lowed by one from the sea. A wall 
of water twenty feet high came fn and 
carried everything back again into the 
hille. We heard a terrible roar in the 
direction of the bay, and on looking 
that way saw a tidal wave thirty feet 
high coming toward us, preceded by 
great geysers shooting into the air 
more*than forty feet. 

CRASHING GLACIERS TERRORIZE 

“While these great waves weré 
| Pushing up on the ghore, the ground 
one swaying and breaking in long 
jagged cracks that seemed to go to 
pew bottom of the earth. Confronted 
both front and fear by waves and 
floods, with the ground trembling un- 
der our feet and the thunder of crash- 
ing glaciers in our ears, it is sma)! 
wonder that we ran around in a 
frenzy, not knowing which way to go, 
fearing every second the ground 
would open up and swallow us or the 
vast icebergs would fall down and 
crush us. Another party of five men 
camped a short d 6 from us ran 
back and forth while the earth was 
rocking and swaying like a cradle. A 
stream which separated this party 
from us was temporarily divided hy 
the earthquake, which permitted 
them to cross over to our camp, but 
a little later this same stream was 
once more a raging torrent. 
“Imagine, if you can, one's feelings 
under such conditions; then add to 
that the continual reports of the ice 
breaking off the glacier, the roar of 
the great landslides down the sides 
of mountains every little while, the 
noise of swollen mountain streams 
tumbling down among loosened ice- 
bers, continuous rain, with an  oc- 
casional earthquake, and the uncer- 
tainty of what was to come next, and 
you can then form some idea of the 
last great earthquake in Alaska.”’ 

A better idea of the terrific char- 
acter of this earthquake may be con- 
veyed by saying that the ‘uplift—the 
actual lifting up of thousands of 
square miles of the earth—extended 
from ten to forty-seven feet. What 
would happen if any such uplift as. 
this occurred in even a small city?

from the cliff or suddenly appearing 
‘from the submarine ice foot was 
something which once witnessed was 
not soon to be forgotten. It was 
and impressive beyond descrip- 
‘ 
THE ALASKA QUAKE OF 1899. 
Almost nothing was known up to 
1905 of the remarkatle physical 
changes effected by the earthquake of 
September, 1899. The Yakutat na-. 
tives knew there had been changes in 
the islands of Disenchantment Bay, 
where they hunted seal each year, but 
they knew nothing more. The white 
prospectors who were in this region 
during the earthquake never returned 
to see what changes took place. There 
was but one newspaper account of the 
earthquake, and the scientists sa 
they were totally unprepared for the 
remarkable phenomena found upon 
their visit there during the summer of 
1905. 
EB. Hin, a resident of Yakutat at 
the time of the last great. earthquake, 
gives a thrilling description of it. 
“The shake of September 10 did all 
the damage,” said Mr. Hill. “We 
were in our tent and could not get up 
and stand on our feet at first. The 
mission rocked until the church bell 
rang, and if anything was needed tu 
complete the terror of the natives it 
was the ringing of the bell. Just 
as the earthquake ceased, we saw a. 
wonderful thing happen on the bay. 
There t!.. water began roaring in great 
tidal waves. There were three of them 
following each other at intervals of 
five minutes, and we stood ané 
watehed the bay rise fifteen feat from 
tow tide to a foot above the highest 
tideipetes The bay itself was full of 
sm, pools whirling trees, lumber 
and driftwood around afound 
so fast the eye could hardly follow 
them. They circled like a wheel. 
The water was thrown into a mass 
of foam. The whirlpool caught the 
chute of a new sawmill below us and 
carried it away in a twinkling. 
DEATHS FROM EARTHQUAKES. 
“Just across from Yakutat is the 
island of Kanak. Before the earth- 
quake an old Indian graveyard, about 
six feet above high tide, was located 
en this island. It was out on ~ point, 
and suddenly we noticed the point, 
graveyard, and all disappear, sink out 
of sight. There was iff the grave- 
yard a very high pole, with a eross 
on top, and we soon discovered this 
cross way out, with four or five feet 
of it sticking out of the water and 
still upright. The next day we took 
a noat and rowed right over the place 
where the graveyard had formerly 
been, and looked down into the water. 
We could see the tops of trees. In 
several places we made soundings, 
but could find no bottom. A little 
farther along the shore we found 
marks of a number of gigantic water 
spouts. They had bored great holes 
in the ground, and had carried the 
sand and earth inland and scattered 
it a foot deep over acres of ground. 
From every indication the force of 
water spouts and waves must have 
been irresistible. and Yakutat must 
aurely have been washed away had 
the tidal waves swept the bay at high 
instead of low tide. The earthquake

Some of the great earthquakes of 
South America and New Zealand, like- 
wise In thinly populated districts, 
have doubtless been much like the 
Alaskan shocks in inflicting but slight 
Gamage to the human race. 

In Alaska, and especially on the 
Aleutian Islands, there are many na- 
tive and recently extinct volcanoes, In 
fact, there are so many along the 
coast that a detailed record would lead 
to confusion. All the active volcanoes 
of Alaska are on its southern border, 
and with few exceptions are situated 
close to the sea on the Alaskan penin- 
sula and the Aleutian Islands. 

Volcanic islands that rise overnight 
and disaprear the next night are num- 
bered among the unusual and most 
pussiing freaks of nature. But among 
Alaskan islands this is quite a common 
occurrence. A small spof in Bering 
Sea about thirty miles gorth of the 
Island of Unmak and forty miles west

has been the scene in recent years of 
more violent volcanic activity and has 
undergone greater changes than any 
other part of northern Alaska.

petitioners need to work and want to 
work to support their wives and chil- 
dren but the strikers forcibly prevent 
their doing so. Striking labor is so 
often brutal towards non-striking labor 
The strike committee is urgently and 
repeatedly telegraphing to the United 
States, Germany and Australia for 
money as its funds are gone and 
thousands upon thousand of the strik- 
ers—the foolish strikers—ere literally 
starving. At the same time a fine and 
haughty’ truculence is shown in the 
flats which the strike leaders are issu- 
ing. The imperious Mr. Gosling and 
Ben Tillett are dictating what kind of 
food they are willing to permit to en- 
ter London for the feeding of its 7,- 
000,000 people. 

The Home Secretary has at last had 
the courage to announce that all the 
resources of the government will be 
employed to maintain the city's food 
supply. Still that food supply—the 
food. supply of nearly seven milliong 
of innocent people, is being seriously 
interfered with and its prices have 
largely advanced by reason of this (as 
the strikers say) “starving into sub- 
mission” strike. And through it. all 
the strike leaders strut like lords (as 
they do here when strikes are on) en- 
joying their fat salaries and fatter ex- 
pense accounts. Every dollar of which 
comes out of union labor's wages. Of

Seven thousand furriers (including

ECISION AGAINST 
SAMUEL GOMPERS. 


ALL TO THE COURTS. 


of Columbia had upheld the for- 
judgment that the chief officers 
of the American Federation of Labor 


the boycott of the Bucks Stove and 
Range Company and had repeated the 
sentence originally imposed, Samuel 
Gompers exhibited a continued spirit 
of contempt and defiance, by attack- 
ing the decision and declaring that 
Justice Wright, who delivered the 
opinion, in which four other judges 
concurred, while living in our time 
exhibited “a concept of more than 
two centuries ago, when the workman 
was either a slave or a serf.”” What 
“he meant by this is rather obscure, 
but the real “concept” of the decision 
appears to be that a workman must 
give the same heed to a judicial de- 
eree or order that is required of a 
capitalist or a magnate. 

The original case was simple 
enough. When there was trouble be- 
tween a manufactpring concern in the 
West and its employees, which result- 
ed in the emplovment of non-union 
men the Federation undertook to 
bring the concern to terms by in- 
juring ite business, and declared a 
boycott not only against its products 
but against all who continwed to pur- 
chase them. This was a clear case 
of conspiracy. The official publica- 
tion of the Federation was the chief 
means of giving it effect and an in- 
junction was obtained in Washington 
forbidding the continued printing of 
the name of the concern in its boycott 
list. That injunction was disobeyed 
and the authority of the court was de- 
fied tn the same pubtication. 

This was adjudged to be a con- 
tempt of court, as a similar disobe- 
fience of an tiniunction order would 
doubtiess have been tn any other case. 
It was the company against which the 
bovcott was declared that first moved 
to have the contempt punished, and 
the case was carried on a final an- 
peal to the Supreme Court of the 
Tnited States. In the meantime there 
had been a change of management of 
the company and the labor trouble 
had been settled. The court, there- 
fore, 414 not sustain the sentence that 
had been imposed, as the complainant 
was no longer in . It was for 
the court whose.authority had been 
defied to take action ff the offense 
was to be punished. So the proceed- 
ing was renewed and has resulted in 
the new decision and sentence. 

The Supreme Court did hold that 
the infunction was not tn violation of 
any constitutional rights and should 
have been obeyed. Justic® Wright tn 
passing sentence fust now, said that 
then there was an opportunity for the 
defendants to purge themselves of 
contempt by acknowledging their 
error and expressing a willingness to 


futare. This. he declared. they have 
steadily refused to do. “What then.” 
he esked. “remains for the court to 
do? Can !t omit toc pass sentence with- 
out acknowledging that any defend- 
ante mav with f{mounrtty refuse to 
obey its orders?” The anewer to that 
would seem to be obvious It fs not 
a question of “concepts” about work- 
man or slave or serf but of the sub- 
mission of all subjects of law to the 
authority of the courts.

the curses of the strikers, but they 
4o not prevent peaceful picketing. 
thereby !ncurring the flerce denuncta- 
tions of the emplovers and of the 
suffering public. The government is 
accused of allowing the union to 
coerce and intimidate non-unionists 
under the guise of peaceful picketing. 
The Tory press does not mise the op- 
portunity of making political capita! 
by accusing the government v- 
ine “facilitated the setting up of a 
grinding tyranny.” The Socialist or- 
gans deny that the unfons desire to 
starve the people, but admit that “it 
is dificult, if not tmpossibdle, fn a 
strike to avold inflicting some hard- 
ships upon perfectiv innocent people.” 
One of them says “those affected have 
recoenized this and have borne the 
ce uncomplainingly.” 

But the strike is more than a mere 
strugsle for the closed shop—tt is one 
of a sertes of battles tn a soctal war 
dbeeun by the eyndicalists for the 
avowed purpose of extinenuishing the 
capitalist. They turn with contempt 
from legislative remedies for the real 
or supposed wrongs of labor. and 
adont cruder. but as thev think. more 
effective weapons. Their attitude 
and purpose were thus bluntly stated 
in a speech bv Tom Mann, ex-presi- 
fent of the Ynternational Transport 
Workers’ Federation: | 

You have had a eeneration of rep- 
resentatives Parliament, and what 
have thew done? No. we will firht 
eur own battles. Labor runs the ma- 
chine until ite demands are met. And 
we fo on unttl we posress the 
machine fteelf. until labor has avrro- 
priated all surpine and the capitalist 
is extinct. A fle for Parliament.

DFMAND FOR WORKMEN. 


Pennevivania Concerns Fren 
the Prisons for Workers so Acute 
Is the Necessity. : 

{New York Times:] So acute has 
become the labor famine tn the Pitts- 
burgh district that prisons are being 
raided by the big industrial concerns.

CAUSE OF WAR. 

The cause of the war has been well 
summed up in the letter in which Mr. 
Kuster witheringly reviews the case 
and presents his resignation te the 
contest board. 

Briefly summarized, the important 
points at issue between the “outlaws” 
and the contest board are as follows: 

The issuance of a driver's license 
to Bert Dingley. 

The participation of the Regal and 
Warren-Detroit in the Santa Monica 
road race. 

The participation of the Studebaker 
entries in the race. 

There was also a little unpleasant- 
ness in connection with Fred 
Wagner. The contest board seemed 
to feel that he was exercising an un- 
due influence on the local repre- 
sentatives of the A.A.A. But this 
last was only an incident. 

Taking up the charges of the con- 
test board one at a time: 

On the eve of the Santa Monica 
road race, William Schmifp wired 
Mr. Kuster not to allow Bert Ding- 
ley to start in the race “until he fur- 
nishes a report of the benefit meet at 
Ascot Park, January 14.” 

This was the bentfit for Harris 
Hanshue and Illingsworth. 

A TART COME-BACK. 

To this charge Mr. Kuster. made a 
tart report to the contest board. He 
said that Bert Dingley had nothing 
to do with handling’ the money for 
that benefit and had participated 
merely as a clerk of the course. Un- 
der the circumstances he did pot feel 
that it was right for him to hold 
Dingley up at the eve of this im- 
portant race to get a trivial formal 


report. 
“I transmitted Mr. Schmifp’s mes- 
gage to Mr. Dingley,” writes Mr

Just before the race, a telegram 
was received from the Contest Board 
objecting to the entries of the E.M.F.

that they were not eligible in the 
point of piston displacement. 

Both these matters were answered 
from Mr. Hillman 

“Your telegram of April 27,” he 
wrote, “refers to competition of Flan- 
ders cars in unsanctioned events, a 
fact which was disproved to the sat- 
isfaction of your representative who 
also obtained, under your express in- 
struction, affidavits covering that 
question. The same telegram states 
that the Flanders cars were not elig- 
ible because piston displacement was 
only 156 inches. This was erroneous 
as the actual piston displacement, as- 
certained by measurement before the 
race was 226 cubic inches.” 

In his letter Mr. Hiliman calls 
board to task for an apparent 
sistency as follows:

YOUNG'S STATEMENT. 
In an interview for The Times last 
night, A. M. Young stated his posi- 


agement of three Santa Monica road 
races,” he said. “I am now outlawed 
until January 1, 1913. To tell you the 
truth, I don’t know what for. It is 
simply amazing. We have been con- 
victed and sentenced without a hear- 
ing. 

“The charges that the Studebaker 
cars were disqualified by reason of 
having taken part in outlaw races 
were completely disproved. In fact, 
the bulletin of the Contest Board 
makes no mention of this charge. So 
it must have been abandoned. Its or- 
der banishing us from the racing 
game expressly states that the Stude- 
baker cars were improperly entered 


on account of the piston displacement. 


We had the pistons measured before 
they started in the race and their dis- 
Placement was absolutely all right. 
“Yet these people, 3000 miles away, 
contemptuously bursh aside our meas- 
urements and decide arbitrarily that 
the pistons were wrong.

TENNIS ONE OF 

OLDEST BALL GAMES 

Most people when they speak of 

“tennis” refer to lawn tennis and nbdt 

to the far more ancient game which 

was the forefather of the modern 


“Tenez,” which was used by early 
French players when serving the ball. 
In France the game is called jeu de 
paume.. It would seem from this that 
originally the ball was struck with the 
paim of the hand only, as in the game 
of fives. Afterward the pl.yers wore 
a glove, as they do still in the Basque 
country. Strings and cross strings were 
upon the glove to give 
ter impulse to the ball, and 
from this to the addition of a short 
handle was an easy transition. — 
The game was much improved by 
the buildie of closed-in tennis courts, 
at first with walls only, then with both 
roofs and walis. In France they still 
play it, sometimes in the open, and 
in Italy a rough. version of it, called 
palione, can still be seen. In Eng- 
land there are twefty-seven courts; 
and there is one in Dublin. 


BALL PLAYERS DO 
NOT TRAIN PROPERLY. 


“Rall players have no idea about 
how to fit themselves for hard work,” 
says the trainer of a big league team. 
“They eat too much, smoke too much 
and do not cool out properly after a 
game. Imagine a player cutting out 
meat and vegetables and eating 
pastry three times a day! Pie for 
breakfast is a new one on me, yet 
I know of at least one man who never 
goes without several pieces of pie each 
day. Cigarettes and cigars are used 
without discretion, which makes the 
players short winded and also af- 
fects their eyes. Some of them are in 
such a hurry to get away from the 
grounds that they hustle their clothes 
on without stopping perspiration and 
then «go into the street to have their 
limbs stiffened by cold winds. In my 
opinion ball players should be trained 
like all classes of athletes—fighters, 
runners, football players and oars- 
men. But it’s hard to convince them.
